Applicant's representatives argued that the sensor in Wilson is, at least in part, exposed even though there is a layer 
(24) covering it, because the layer 24 is actually a membrane that is permeable to the analytes being sensed. The 
examiner agreed with this assessment, but both parties agreed that the claim was not narrow enough to avoid Wilson. 
It was agreed upon to include in daim 1 that the necked down region does not expose the sensor electrode TO 
ANALYTES. 

Applicant's further discussed Lord et al. Applicant pointed out that the sensor in Lord is not notched in order to fit into 
the needle slot, but rather to facilitate packaging in some way. The examiner noted the observation. 

Lastly, applicant agreed to specify in the claim that the sensor is an analyte sensor. These changes have been made 
via the attached Examiner's Amendment.
